The Tapli-g Stamp Collection. 

A numnbor of members of the London 
Junior Philatelic Society, on the 27th Jan- 
vary, visited the British Muscum to inspect 
the nawly-upened Tapling Collection of the 
World's Postage Stamps.

THE NEW ARMY SCHEME. 


Seotion I11.—Inspection. ’ 
The roconatruction of the War Oftice 
and tha readjustment of Iti'relstions with 
tho Army domand a large measure of 
decentralisation. Many oxisting evils can 
to traced directly to the attempt to perfora 
in the Central Office dutles which should 


be delegated to the Executive Commanders 
of the Army at homo: and abroad. It 
reaults that these dgtios aro Frequently iil 
discharged from walt of adequate know- 
ledge, that there is too much correspon - 
dence of a useless and sometimes irritating 
nature, and that executive officers, nuracd 
by tho officials of the War Office in peace, 
aro not pecustomad to, or trained for, the 
duties which they must perform in war. 
Btriking instances of theso evils have come 
to our nati We conceive that, a8 

ointed out in Scztion I, of our Report, it 
is the essence of the task entrusted to us 
ax to‘frame our proposals with a single eye 
to the neous of war, and from this point of 
view, wo are convinced of the absolute 
necvasity for decontralisation. 

2. Partial stops in this direction have 
heen taken in connection with the establish- 
ment of Army Corps Commands, Much 
more ia required, however, and wa shall, in 
a future section, indicate in dotail the 
powers which the Excqutive Commanders 
of the Army sitould wield in time of peace, 
in order, on tho one hand, that the War 
Oftice may be relieved fron functions which 
it doos not and cannot properly discharge, 
and, on the athec hand, that tho officers of 
the Army inay be trained to cxorcise 
initiative, and to accept reaponsibility. 

3. We nsgumne, at thia stage of our in-

Tho Military functions which wi 
oxereised by the Goneral Ofticer Com- 
manding at Aldershot or in Ireland 
aro far more oxtenrive than those of the 
Govorner of Malta, nnd infinitely more im 
perant than those of the Governor of 
Jormuda, Proximity te the War Ottice 
appears to he no ground for withholding in 
the ouu case the title accorded in tho other, 
Portsmouth ix nearer to the Aduniralty 
than Dublin to tha War Office ; but this 
has not been considered a valid reason for 
curtailing tho title or weakening the power 
of the Naval Commander in Chief a: Ports- 
mouth, whais placed practically in the samo 
position as the Adiniral commanding in the 
Mediterranean or on the China Station. 
Wo aro convinced that tho adoption of the 
highor title in the case of the Army would 
facilitate the transfer from the War Ottice 
to the territorial commands of the new 
powers which we shall propose tw confer 
upon them, und would mark the reality of 
the necessary decentralisation. 

4. Indepondent Inspectiun is the corol- 
lary of effective decontralination, We have 
already pointed out (Section TL, § 19) that 
the Commander-in-Chief isin theory the 
Lnspecting Ufticer of tho Military Forces of 
the Crown, and that this most important 
duty 1s not performed. 

8. The constitution of an Army Council 
as tho Supreme Administering Body of the 
Military Forees, and the measures of 
decentralisation which are % necessary 
consequence, will ronder effective inspection 
absolutely imperative. The Army Council 
is to administer, and not to command the 
Ariny. Executiva command being vested 
in Generals outside the War Oftico, who 
will bo responsible for the training and 
officiency of nil troops within their districts, 
an Independent Jnepection Department 
must be provided for the information and 
the protection of the Council, 

6 An Inupector General of the Forees 
should, therefore, be appointed fora period 
of five yoara, whe should command and 
direct the various mspectors. 

7. It may be objected that the appoint- 
ment of this high officer might derogate 
from the itifluence and authority of the 
executive commanders, Wo cannot accept 
this view for the following reasons :— 

(a) An lnspector General of the Forces 
already exists, in the pore n of tho Cum- 
wander-i-Chief, who has beon prevented 
by the nature of his oftico from discharging 
the dutios. 

{b) Inspectors 
Garrison Artillery 


Genoral of Cavalry, of 
and of Engineers al- 
ready exist, and, und have not been found 
Lo clash with Army Corps Commanders. 

(c) ‘The system of independent inspec- 
tion ia of long standing in Germany, where 
it has proved a moat cimportant guarantee 
of efficiency, and has not been found to in- 
torfere with the many responsibilities and 
the large powera devolving upon the Army 
Corps Commonders. 

4, Again, it may be said that the Ina- 
pection Department would tend to grow 
in a bureauerncy, oF to develop into a 
revived Horse Guards, We doziro to em. 
phusize the fact that these tondencies nro 
impossible as the functiona oi the Inspector 
General will bo clearly defined by Order in 
Council, and he will'be responsible ond 
subject to the Army Council, 

9 [tis our purpose to avoid the ton- 
sideration of details until we have laid 
down and secured the acceptance of yreat 
principles. Wo shall, therefore, defer to 
s future Soction of our Roport the dis- 
cussion of tho procike personnel of the 
Department af tho Inepoctor Genoral of 
the Forces. The objects, the general duties, 
tho prineipsl subordinate officors, and the 
-relations of the Inspector Genoral to the 
War Oflice enn, however, boatated nt once.
